ships in many cases. Among these 
hardships he listed: 
1—Failure to pass legislation 
protecting the old age pension 
and unemployment insurance 
rights of workers drafted into 
the armed forces. 
2—Failure to protect many of 
the 200,000 new workers drawn 


to navy yards and arsenals 
from jobs in private industry 
where they enjoyed pension 
and unemployment insurance 
rights now jeopardized. 
3—The same failure with re- 
spect to migratory construc- 
tion workers who are moved 
from one defense site to an- 


other and lose important rights 
because under state unemploy- 
ment insurance laws wages 
earned in one state are not 
credited in another. 


Mr. Green also emphasized the 
shocking housing conditions and} 
soaring rents in booming defense 
areas, the lack of hospital and 
school facilities and other similar 
hardships which workers are un- 
dergoing. These conditions were 
surveyed state by state and city by 
city. 


Another witness before the com- 
mittee was Chairman Arthur J.| 
Altmeyer of the social security 
board, who recommended an eight- 
for liberalizing the 
social security laws to provide for 
health insurance and end the 50-50 
matching of federal and _ state 
funds.

U. S. AGENCIES 
ENTER INTO 
PACT WITH A. F. L. 


Fix Union Conditions on 
All Defense Construction 


A far-reaching agreement  be- 
tween A. F. of L. unions and the 
federal government, under which 
all of Uncle Sam’s defense con- 
struction work will be carried out 
under union conditions, was put 
into effect this week, with the ap 
proval of the office of productior 
management. 


The pact was negotiated by thx 
A. F. of L. building trades depart 


ment with the army, navy, federa 
works administration and othe: 
agencies engaged in defense con 
struction. 

One of its highlights is a clause 
pledging the unions to eliminate 
jurisdictional strikes or other work 


stoppages on federal projects. Al! 
disputes are to be settled by con 
ciliation and arbitration, with

Under another clause, worker 


who are called to projects in iso 
lated sections will be assured the 
pay scales prevailing in the citie 
from which they come. General con 
tractors are to be required to di 
vide up their jobs with sub-contrac 
tors, not “hog” all the work them- 
selves.

Washington Court Makes 
Broad Statement in 
Favor of Unions 


The Washington state supreme 
court recently upheld the right of 
a union to picket the place of busi- 
ness where there are no employes 
and the owner does all the work. 


“If a labor union has the le- 
gal right to picket, as unfair to 
organized labor, the place of 
business of an employer who 
refuses to compel his employes 
to join such union .. . it logi- 
cally follows a labor union has 
the legal right to go a step 
farther and peacefully picket 
the place of business of a per- 
son who has no employes—one 
doing business as an individual 
proprietor—to compel, against 
his will, such lone person. . . 
to join the picketing union,” 
the majority opinion said. 
The decision was in the case of 

Maggie O’Neil, Seattle apartment 
owner, against the Building Service 
Employes’ International Union No. 
6. The lower court dismissed her 
ease, and the high court affirmed 
that judgment, saying: 

“A proprietor of a business 
or an employer is within his 
legal rights in performing his 
own work or a portion thereof. 
But a labor union, by peaceful 
picketing and advising the pub- 
lic such proprietor or employer 
is unfair to organized labor be- 
cause, he exercises such legal 
rights, may coerce that proprie- 
tor or employer to forego that 
legal right to work.”

CENTRAL LABOR UNIONS URGED TO AID 
POSTAL WORKERS GET PAY RAISE 


The Flannery longevity pay bill,H. R. 1057, has been reported out 
by the house post office committee. This measure provides that 
postal workers who have served continuously for 10 years will re- 
ceive a pay increase of $100 a year, and those who have served 15 
years will receive an increase of $200. The last wage raise which the 
postal employes received was in February, 1925—-over 15 years ago 

President William Green, of the American Federation of Labor 
in a letter to Congressman Milton A. Romjue, chairman of the Hous: 
post office committee, said: 

“The American Federation of Labor, having a membership com 
prised of more than 5,000,000 workers throughout the United States 
has repeatedly adopted resolutions favoring the establishment 
this principle for postal employes. At no time has the justness of th 
legislation been challenged, but serious economic conditions of ths 
past have, from time to time, retarded its progress. These conditions 
have passed, and we now find ourselves in the midst of a nationa 
emergency when millions of dollars are being appropriated and 
expended for national defense. The ultimate result of this will be ar 
appreciable increase in taxes; a noticeable rise in commodity prices 
and inflation which are in part at least being taken care of by out 
side industry by increased wages. It isn't difficult to visualize a 
serious impairment of this branch of the government service, so vital 
to the national defense program, unless the needs of these employes 
are likewise given consideration.”

Chairman Harry C. Bates of the 
American Federation of Labor’s 
housing committee urged congress 
to double the proposed 300 million-| 
dollar new appropriation for de- 
fense housing. 

The dire need of additional homes 
for defense workers makes a pub- 
lic housing program of 150,000 units 
an irreducible minimum, Mr. Bates 
told the house committee on public 
buildings which is considering H. R. 
5211. The appropriations authorized 
by this bill for defense housing 
must be increased to 600 million 
dollars if the program is to -be ef- 
fective, Mr. Bates insisted. 

The national defense program 
may be crippled unless new housing 
is speedily provided for workers 
engaged on defense projects, Mr. 
Bates explained. 

“It is important to realize,” 
he said, “that defense housing 
is no less important than an 
adequate supply of aluminum, 
of electric power, of machinery 
and tools. 

“Defense production requires of 
each worker every day and every 
hour of his employment full con- 
tribution of his strength, his en- 
ergy, his dexterity, and his skill. 

“When a man works a full shift 
with overtime on shipbuilding or 
aircraft assembly, or tank plate 
welding, or on gun barrel machin- 
ing, he puts into his job all he has 
got. When he comes home after a

full day of defense work, he is|’ 


licked. His strength is wrung out 
of him, his brain is tired, his nerves 
are shot. And yet, when he is back 
on the shift the next day he has to 
be in topnotch form once again. His 
work may call for exactness and 
precision but, above all, it calls for 
speed. To do well this rush work 
under pressure, he must be re- 
freshed and alert. 

“That is why each defense 
worker must be provided with 
a home in which there is 
enough space for his rest and 
leisure. These he cannot get 
where there are two families 
doubled up in one home, where 
there is not enough space, no 
privacy, no adequate ventila- 
tion, not even the least requi- 
sites for healthful, comfortable 
living. 

“The housing committee of the 
American Federation of Labor is 
in close and direct touch, through 
its nationwide network of local 
housing committees, with the hous- 
ing needs in each and every com- 
munity in which defense produc- 
tion is concentrated. Our thorough 
canvass of the situation has 
brought to us forcefully the ur- 
gency of the defense housing need. 
In one community after another we 
find that a critical situation exists. 
There is increasing over-crowding 
and doubling-up of defense work- 
ers’ families and in many com- 
munities no housing at all to shel- 
ter the incoming workers brought 
into the defense employment.”

Prominent in the News 


With the rendering of a decision 
by the supreme court of the state 
of Ohio, stating 
that an act of the 
state legislature 
providing for a 
seventy-two hour 
week for firemen 
is binding on 
cities governed

that the legislature of the state of 
California passed a bill providing 


for a limitation of seventy-two 
hours a week for all city employes 
in cities of the first class, the fire- 
men of the state of California are 
doing much talking and much 
thinking in regards to their present 
status as a result of these two bits 
of news. 

Local 55, through their attorney, 
have investigated and found that at 
the present time neither the Ohio 
decision, nor the legislative act of 
California will have any bearing on 
the working conditions of firemen 
in this state. The first reason be- 
ing that there is no law in the 
state of California limiting the 
hours of firemen below the present 
eighty-four hour week which some 
of them work, and the law which 
was passed at the last session of 
the state legislature relates only to 
cities of the first class of which San 
Francisco is the only city in the 
state. 

Attorneys for the local are how- 
ever, making a complete study of 
the Ohio decision to see what ef- 
fect it may have on other laws rel- 
ative to firemen and also as a 
guide to future procedure regard- 
ing legislation for firemen.

Take the case of the Greater New York industrial council, which says 
it represents 400,000 CIO members. Before Germany invaded Soviet Rus- 
sia, this council opposed every defense measure adopted by the United 
States. It campaigned against the Lease-Lend act, against the draft and 
against the policy of all-out aid to Britain. It supported the American 
peace mobilization. But now what a different picture the council pre- 
sents! It voted the other day 199 to 1 for a resolution urging the gov- 
ernment to “give full and unstinted moral, financial and material sup- 
port to the British, soviet and Chinese people and to all those through- 
out the world fighting fascism.”

NEW NATIONAL HEROES 

At its recent, so-called convention, the N.M.U. reversed all its previous 
policies and demanded that this country extend aid to the Stalin regime. 
Suddenly patriotic, the N.M.U. startled the nation by demanding the im- 
mediate release from prison of Earl Browder, former secretary of the 
communist party in this country. Browder, according to the N. M. U., 
is so able a fighter against fascism that the United States cannot afford 
to keep him in jail where he was sent for passport fraud. . 

After this, it was a very simple matter for the N.MLU. convention 
to hail Harry Bridges as a national hero and to demand that the 
government drop its deportation proceedings against the Stalinite 
CIO leader of the west coast. 

Bridges, himself, produced a new wrinkle on the party line. In an 
address before the N.M.U. convention he strongly advocated all-out 
aid from the United States to Soviet Russia, but said he still opposed

However, the American Federa- 
tion of Labor’s monthly survey of 
business warned that fast rising 
food costs may wipe out these 
gains and make 
workers even worse than before. 

The threat of price inflation 
menaces the family budget more 
dangerously than at any time since 
the last war since the average rise 
of food costs has been eight per 
cent since a year ago and in many 
cities from 10 to 13 per cent, the 
survey showed. 

Labor losses by inflation and 
wages cannot keep pace with rap- 
idly increasing living costs that 
come during inflation periods, the 
survey said. It warned also that 
inflation usually is followed by 
even more serious deflation with 


a 


| widespread wage cuts and unem- 


employment. 


“If we do have a_ serious 
price inflation today,” the sur- 
vey continued, “added to the 
vast dislocations of industry 
and workers caused by _ the 
change to mass production of 
modern war machines, Amer- 
ica stands to lose a great deal 
more than jobs and wage 
standards. We know how the 
1933. depression closed our 
banks and wiped out millions 
of dollars in workers’ savings, 
bankrupted thousands of farm- 
ers and businesses, threatened 
to undermine our institutions. 
We know how serious depres- 
sions abroad caused the over- 
throw of democratic govern- 
ments in country after country, 
brought Hitler and his regime 
to Germany. A serious price in-
